about the fat of animals which have died , for verily boots are rubbed with 
it, and skins oiled with it, and men hight their lamps by it” His highness 
said, * do not sell it, it 1s Haram” After that, the Prophet said, “ may 
Gop destroy the Jews verily when Gop made the eating of fat unlawful 
(1 e the eating of the fat of an ammal having died) the Jews melted it, 
after that sold it, and ate its price ” OmeER said, ‘ verily the messenger 
of Gop said, may Gop destroy the Jews Fat was made unlawful for 
them, then they melted it and sold it, and said the eating of the fat has 
been forbidden, and we dg not eat it, we only eat its price’ Ja’sir said, 
‘ verily the Prophet forbade selling dogs and cats’ Anas said, ‘ ABu 
Tayy1Bau drew blood from his highness, and he ordered him one Sad 
of dates, and he ordered the master of Apu TayyiBauH to lessen his

He said, “ yes I sell milk and take it’s price, 
I have need of it, and there 1s no fear or fault in it I heard the Prophet 
Say, “ verily a time will come to man, in which nothing will be advan- 
tageous to him but Dinars and Dirhems’’ Nari said, * I used continual- 
ly to send my agents (0 eraffick towards Egypt and Syria, then I sent 


them towards ae Irak, ee I came to Aa'yEsHaH and said,

of his capital ” An YESHAH said, § As'u-Bacr had a slave, to whom he 
gave a daily allowance , and An‘u-Bacr would sometimes eat of it him- 
self, and one day the slave brought some kind of eatables, and Anu- 
Back ate of it, and the slave said to him, “ do you know what food this 
is Which I brought, and how I obtained 1t*’ He said, “ what is it, and 
whence did you bring 1t°” The slave said, ** I had told a person’s fortune 
in the time of ignorance, and I did not know the art very well, but I de- 
ceived him ‘Then the man whose fortune I had told, met me, and gave 
me this thing, as a reward and itis the thing which you have eaten ” 
AA YESHAH says, ‘ then As‘u-Bacr put his fingers down his throat, and 
brought up all he had eaten’ Asvu-Bacr. ‘a Gs “ A body doth not 


enter to paradise, which has been nourished by that which is unlawful ” 


ZaAiD-I[BN-ASLAM said, ‘ OmER drank milk, and liked it, and he said to 
the person who had given it hmm to drink, “ where did you get it?” The 
person said, “J came toa rivulet, and unexpectedly there were alms 
camels, which were milked, and milk was given to the people that were 
there, and some was milked for me also, and I put it into my bag, and it 
is that which you have drank” Then Omen put his fingers into his throat, 
and vomited” 1sn-Ower said, * whoever buys a cloth with ten dirhems, 
and one of them shall be unlawful, Gop will not accept any of his pray- 
ers, as long as the cloth 1s upon his body ’ Isn-OMER says, * may both:

-BN-OMER ‘a cs * The seller and the buyer have a mutual op- 
tion, the bargam may be bound or let alone, as long as they are at the 
place of selling, and shall not have separated from each other, when they 
have separated, and have got up from the place of bargaining (or one of 
them ) the option 1s done away and thus 1s called Khayar-al-majlis, unless 
the bargain in which an option shall have been agreed on, in which an op- 
tion remains after separation” And in one tradition it 1s thus “ when 
the seller and buyer have sold and bought, each of them have a choice, 
as long as they are talking about it, that is, until approval and accep- 
tance take place, or the seller and buyer being at option by stipu- 
lation, then when it 1s so, surely an option remams” Hacim-zin- 
Hiz'am ‘a Gs © The seller and buyer are at liberty, so long as they 
do not separate, then, if they speak true, and explain the defect of the 


goods and of the pnce, Gop shall bless their bargaut, but if they conceal

of it, and the writer of it’s paper, and the witness to it, are equal in the 
chime ” Usa DAH, ‘A G s_ “Sell gold for gold, silver for silver, 
wheat for wheat, barley foi barley, datcs for dates, salt for salt, like for 
like, that is, equal in quantity, hand to hand, that is, not one being lent, 
and the other ready, then if these things differ, such as gold for silvei, 
and barley for wheat; sell them in any way that you wish, whether equal 
or more, when it be hand to hand, and lending is not lawful in different 
kinds” As‘v-Saip-Kuupuri ¢a Gs “Sell gold for gdld, and silver 
for silver, and wheat for wheat, and barley for baer and dates for dates, 
and salt for salt, m equal quantities, then any person who has en more, 


or asked more, has verily taken or given terest, and the taker and giver 


are equal in fault” As’ u-Sa’ 1p-Kuup’aRi “ca Gs “ Sell not gold for 
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gold, unless equal, and not more}; and sell not silver for silver but equal, 
and not one more than the other; and sell not the absent for the present, 
and sell not gald for gold, for silver for silver, unless they be equal in 
weight.” Omur-sin-AL-KHATTAB. (AGS & Selling gold for gold 1s 
interest, unless hand to hand; and selling silver for silver is interest, un- 
less hand to hand; and selling wheat for wheat 1s mterest, unless hand to 
hand; and sois barley for barley, unless hand to hand; and so 1s dates 
for dates, unless hand to hand; that 1s, taking from another to return at 
a future time, 1s as mterest, but the seller must say to the buyer, and the 
buyer to the seller, take ” As'u-Saip and AB UHURAIRAH said, * verily 
the Prophet appointed a man collector at Khaiber and he brought to his 
highness picked dates who said, “are all the dates of Khazber like 
these?” The collector said, “ I swear by Gop! O Prophet, they are not 
all like these, verily we take sometimes one measure of these, in exchange 
for two of others, and sometimes two of these in lieu of three of others ” 
Then the Prophet said, “ do not do so, for it 1s interest sell] all dates for 
dirhems, after that buy picked dates for dirhems, so that there be no in- 
terest.” And his highness said, ‘ dates come under the rules of things 
weighed; that 1s, measure for measure.’ AsU-SA1D said, ‘ BILL AL 
brought barni dates, (which are a superior kind) to the Prophet, and he 
said to Bitt'aL, “ whence did you bring them?’ I mean, did you buy 
these, or did any person give them to you?” He said, “ I had bad dates 
in my house, and sold two measures of them for one of these” His high- 
ness said, “ Ah! this selling is mterest”” This he repeated, “ donot 
make this bargain, but when you wish to purchase good dates for bad, 
then sell your bad Yates for Divhems or wheat, after that buy good dates 
with Duirhems or whegt ” Jasbir said,‘a slave caries) and confessed Islam 
to his h'ghness; and promised to leave his dwelling place, and stay in his 
service; and his highness did not kaw that he was a slave; and his mas-

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ter came calling him, and the Prophet said to him, “ sell this slave to me

which was gold and jewels , and I separated the gold from the jewels, and 
found more gold in it than twelve Dinars, and I mentioned it to the Pro« 


phet, who said, “ a necklace shall not be sold until taken to pieces ”

assist me, O Aayvesuan! I mean, give me something to givein exchange 
for my bond” I said to her, “ if your masters like it, I shall give them 
your price at once, three hundred and sixty dirhems, and free you, and your 
Wala shall be for me ’’f Then Barizau went to her masters, and explained 
the circumstance, and they refused and said, “ we shall not sell unless 
the Wala be for us,” Aa'vesnan says, * then I told the Prophet what 
the Jews said, and he said, * O Aayesuan! buy and free Barinan, 
and the Wala isthine” After that, the Prophet repeated the Ahut bah 
to the people, praised and glorified Gop, and said, “* what 1s the condition 
of him who makes agreements which are not in the religion, in the book 
of Gop? and the stipulation which 1s not in the book of Gop 1s null; 
then 1t1s worthy to act by the book of Gop, and to put faith in it, and 
Wala is for none but those who have emancipated” Isn Omrr said,

imprisoned ” Then the Prophet said, “ verily you have ordered about

the thumb, the forefinger, and middle finger, and after eating, he used 
to lick his blessed fingers, before touching any thing else ’ Ipn-Apaas. 
A G s “ When one of you eats, he must not clean his fingers with any 
thing, before first licking them” Ja’sir said, ‘I heard the messenger 
of Gop say, “ verily the devil is present at every thing a man does, even 
at his meals, therefore, when a mouthful falls from the hand of any one 
of you, he must take it up, and put away dust that may stick to it, and 
eat it butif any filthy thing shall have touched it, give it to annals to 
eat, such as dogs and cats, and do not leave it for the devil —Then, when 
you have done eating, lick your fingers, because you cannot know which 
part of the victuals is blessed’ As‘u-Jun arran said, ‘ the Prophet said, 
** I do not eat reclining,” Kuta‘pau relates, from Anas, who said, ‘ his 
highness did not eat off a table, such as 1s the way of the proud, to avoid 
bending their heads, and did not eat out of small dishes, and fine bread 
was not made for him ’ It was said to Kura pau, ‘ what did hé eat upon” 
He said, ‘ upon acloth’ Awnas said J do not know that his highness ever 
saw fine bread: to ns death, and I do not know that Ins highness shall 
have seen a baked’ goat with its skin on, ever with his eyes ’ 

Sap said, ‘ the Prophet never saw flour that had been twice sifted, from 
the time that Gop sent him on his mission, till he took his soul, and his 
highness never saw a sieve, from the time of Ins mussiorr to tle taking of 
his soul’ It was said to SAHAL-BIN-SAD, ‘ how did you use to eat barley 
bread, unsifted * He said, ‘ we used to clean the barley, and blow away 
the bran from it, make dough with it, with water, and then bread, and

I[py-Appis said, ‘ his majesty was sent on his prophecy in his for- 
a year, a1! hod-v It thirteen year, at Mecca, an! during ti» period, 
candela were sent tohim After that, he was ordered to fly froin 
Mecca to Medinah, which he did, and dwelt in Medinah ten years, and 
died, at sixty-three years of his age’ . Ion-ABB‘as said, ‘ his majesty dwelt 
at Mecca fifteen ycars, after the revelation of his prophecy, he used to hear 
a voice, on his right and Icft, saying, “ O Mun amMeED!” and saw a light 
for seven of these years, but nothing else and in eight of these years, in- 
structions were sent down to him, And he dwelt ten years at Medinah,

phet repeated these words also, and returned with them to Mecca, his 
heart trembling and he went to Kaupatjau, and said repeatedly, “ wrap 
me up, wrap me up” And they wrapped him up in a garment, till his 
fear dispelled, and he told Kxupaijan what had passed, and said, 
« verily, I was afraid I should have died.” Then Kuupaijan said, * it 
will not be so; I swear by Gop, he never will make you melancholy 
orcad, Verily, you do good to your relations, and speak true , and you

uncle, and she said to him, “ Oson of my uncle! hear what your bro- 
ther’s son says,” (1 mean his majesty,) ‘ then Warakau Said tohis ma- 
jesty, “ O son of my brother! what do you see’’’ Then his majesty in- 
formed WaraAKAH what he saw: and Warakau said, “ that is an angel, 
which Gop sent to Moses O would to Gop! that I were young in the time 
of your prophecy ; and would to Gop, I were living at the tame of your 
tribe’s turning you out ” His majesty said, “ will my tribe turn me out?”
